Volame II of the 1944 (one 
hundredth) edition of Scott’s 
Standard Postage Stamp Cata- 
alogue lists stamp§ of European 
countries and colonies and the in- 
dependent nations of Africa and 
Asia, With a bright blue paper- 
board cover to contrast with the 
red of volume one, the book is 
similar to other respects to the 
first of the two.

The 1943 Christmas seal, which goes on sale next Monday, No- 
vember 22, will have added interest for collectors, because for the 
first time the American seal will be used by the nationa] tubercu-

respective campaigns against the disease. A universal Christmas seal, 
to be used by all the countries belonging to the International Union 


Against Tuberculosis, has long 
been the plan of the tuberculosis 
associations in the United States, 
according to Charles L. Newe 
comb, director of the national 
association’s seal sale. 


“The war has forced the inter- 
National organization to curtail 
many of its activities, and the 
plan for a universal seal has had 
to be temporarily abandoned,” 
he said. “However, having the 
United States, England and Can- 
ada using the same Seal this 
year 1s we believe, a long step 
toward the final fulfillment of 
the plan—a plan which calls the 
various countries belofging to 
the national organization to take 
turns in selecting the seals.” 
_The 1943 seal pictures a small 
girl holding her doll as she looks 
out of a window and sees Santa 
driving across the sky. A red 
curtain drapes the right side of 
the window and at the lower left 
is the Ted double-barred cross, 
the insignia of the American tu- 
berculosis associations. In a 
panel at the bottom is inscribed, 
Greetings * 1943.” The label 
was designed by Andre Dugo. 

Four colors, red, blue, buff and 
black were used in the printing. 
An innovation has been intro- 
duced into"the frame surround- 
ing the design by staggering the 
colors on adjacent Seals with the 
result that each side of the seal 
is Jn one of the four different 
colors. The . combination of so 
many dark colors in the margins 
give the seals a rather depressing 
appearance. Although the cen- 
tral picture is quite charming. 
the inartistic border serves to 
make this seal, in the %pinion of 
many, one of the least attractive 
of recent vears. 


Identification Marks 

The four printers of the seals 
have put their identification 
marks on the red curtain just be- 
low the girl’s head on the seal in 
position 56. or the sixth seal 
from the left in the sixth hori- 
zontal row. Eureka Specialty 
Printing Company used a white 
‘E”.—The Strobridge Lithogra- 
phing Company a black “S”,—Fd- 
wards & Deutsch Lithographing 
Company a black “D”. and the 
United States Printing & Litho- 
graph Company a black “U”. 

The same _ perforations were 
used this year as on the 1942 
Seals, except those of Eureka, 
which are reversed on account of 
the seal being upright instead of 
horizontal. Eureka _ perforated 
with their compound perforation 
of 12% x 12 and the other three 
printers with their 12% x 12% 
machines. All seals were print- 
ed by the offset printing pro- 
cess. 

Identical plates of these seals 
were used by Canada to print 
their seals and those of Great 
Britain for 1943. The black plate 
was altered to include the date 
“1943” and “Joyeux Noel” for 
the seals printed in French text. 

It has been reported that next 
year a seal for this country will 
bear the initials “U. S. A.” If 
this plan is adopted, along with 
a universal design, other coun- 
tries also will no doubt have their 
names on their respective labels.

Postal Revenues Zoom, 
September Take Up 15% 


Postal revenues for September, 
1943, continued to increase, ris- 
ing 15.05 per cent over September, 
1942, tc $81,767.178. on the basis 
of unaudited figures. Postal ex- 
penditures rose 19.42 per cent to 
$85,897,595. 

For the first time in history, 
postal revenues for a_twelve- 
month period have exceeded one 
billion dollars. The revenues for 
the twelve raonths ending Sep- 
tember 30 were about $1,006.000.- 
000. During the same period, ex- 
penditures were $994,000.000, re- 
sulting in a $12,000,000 surplus. 

This excess of revenues for the 
twelve months resulted despite the 
payment of more than $60,000,000 
in increased salaries to postal em- 
ployees urder new legislation, the 
handling of vast volumes of mail 
free for government agencies and 
members of the armed forces, and 
increases in contract rates for 
transportation of mails in the star 
route, mail messenger, and motor 
vehicle services.

inland air mail service between 
Monrovia and various points 
deep in the interior. 

The rate of postage will be 
twelve cents per half ovrce and 
to accord with this new service 
and rate, two stamps wiil be 
issued of 12 and 24 cent values. 
They will be engraved and in 
two-tone effect, oblong in 
shape, and picture a_ plane 
about to land. On one side of 
the field are native couriers 
and workers, against a_ back- 
ground of native huts while on 
the opposite side, in strong con- 
trast, is a group of Americans

Passenger service has 
already been in effect between 
Baltimore and Pittsburgh for a 
number of years, and it was nat- 
ural to assume that sooner or lat- 
er mail would also be carried. 

Incidently, this Baltimore— 
Pittsburgh route of Pennsylvania- 
Central Airlines was the only air- 
route in the country (aside from 
the Los Angeles-Catalina Island 
route which has been susyended 
for the duration) that did not 
carry mail. Now that mail is be- 
ing carried over this one too, 
it means that all air transport 
routes in this country carry air- 
mail. 

Since this column is being writ- 
ten prior to the date of the flight, 
other information about it will 
have to wait until later. 


Alexandria, La., was scheduled 
to have been added to AM-24 
on Nov. 15 also. More details 
later. 


The TACA flight between Nic- 
argua, Costa Rica, El Salvador, 
Honduras, and Miami took place 
on Nov. 10. A spokesman for In- 
ter-American Airways said that 
the covers might all be sent to 
their N. Y. offices and sent out 
under separate cover from there 
for better protection. So, if you 
don’t receive your cover for 
awhile, this will explain why.

SUGGESTIONS FOR 
BETTER EXCHANGING 

1. Address covers neatly, plac- 
ing address in lower right-hand 
corner. Write legibly. 

2. Use a good filler, postal-card 
thickness to protect covers while 
in transit. 

3, Sign your full name with ad- 
dress. Give your PCEC number 
in all instances. . 

4. If there is no _ identifying 
mark of publisher on cover, give 
this information +) recipient. 

5. Always send covers of equal 
value. This means in the same 
price range. It is not fair to re- 
ceive a patriotic cover costing 3 
to 6 cents each for the cover 
alone, and send in return one of 
the “dime store’ type or a cheap 
ly printed cover. 


6, Be fair. If your fellow 
member uses a commemorative 
on his cover, you owe it to him 


to use a commemorative on the 
cover sent in exchange. 

7. Be prompt. Try to reply 
within three days. You should 
be able to reply within a week. 
(Servicemen are exceptions.) 

8, Forward membership blanks. 
Frequently you will receive PCEC 
membership forms from collectors 
who send them to you through 
error. Don’t throw these away. 
Mail them to a non-member in a 
cover-and help PCEC grow. 

9. Boost Linn’s Weekly Stamp 
News. It is to the decided ad- 
vantage of our branch of philately 
ly that as many collectors as pos- 
sible read Linn’s Weekly Stamp 
News. In your contacts with 
non-readers of our official publi- 
cation, be sure to enclose a Linn’s 
subscription form. You can se- 
cure these gratis by sending Mr. 
Linn a post card. 

10. Avoid duplication. It re- 
quires only a minute to jot down 
the type of cover you send and 
this prevents sending the same 
cover again. Some members keep 
a “master set’, with each cover 
given a number, of covers used 
for exchange. All they have to 
do is note the number of the 
cover sent on the card that has 
the name of the correspondent. 
Other members make notations 
on the covers, thereby keeping a 
convenient record of covers used 
to send to certain members. 

11. Pass on information. When 
you locate any unusual or worth- 
while patriotic or war cover 
items of interest to the member- 
ship, post card the information 
to Linn’s so that a news’ item 
can appear to give the data to all 
collectors. 

12. Report unsatisfactory ex- 
changes to the secretary. 

13. Support the advertisers. 
Whenever possible order from the 
advertisements appearing in our 
official Journal. These advertis- 
ers are supporting your organi- 
zation.

A PREVIEW OF THINGS TO COME 

One of the things destined to come, which we are all anxiously 
looking forward to, is the ultimate defeat of the Axis powers and 
restoration of peace to the world and then, the return home of our 
gallant boys who have suffered to make thig possible. 

When this comes about, American manufacturers will let loose 
‘their plans for the readjustment of business and 
a return to our normal way of life, which we are 
told will bring many new processes, new materials 
and new inventions. 

The handwriting is on the wall for Adolf and 
his band of misguided satellites. The wise pro- 
ducer is already making his plans for the future. 
Stamp dealers and philatelic publishers will feel 
the effects of this return to normacy as well as 
people in any other line of business. 

Doubtless some of the bigger dealers have al- 
ready completed their plans for a quick jump to 
Europe where they will carry much American cash 
and pick up everything they can find in stamps for 

Geo. W: Linn shipment to America. This happened after the last 
war and it will happen again. Once the peace is made, the millions of 
stamps that have been caged up within Europe for the past few years 
will start like an avalanch for our shores. Collectors will be eager to 
get what they have long been denied and the market will experience 
another boom, which will carry the present boom market for some 
time in the future. 

On top of this, the boys coming home again will again take up 
their collections where they left off. Many of them will bring home 
philatelic souvenirs and material which will be eagerly sought for 
by other collectors, for in this war stamp collecting has followed the 
boys in the field to all parts of the earth to a far greater extent than 
ever before. 

At home we have the present problems to struggle with. High 
wages, high living costs, high taxes. The philatelic publisher must 
meet these costs as well as any other man and the only way in which 
he can do this is through revenue from subscriptions and advertising. 

Many of the weekly papers advanced subscription prices over a 
year ago, at which time we reduced our price from 50c to 25c. This 
was made possible by our present style of production which costs far 
less than that of any other weekly paper. We have no overhead for 
printing plant maintenance, and our costs can be figured to the penny 
weeks in advance. These costs rise only as our circulation rises and 
as that happens we must make small advances in our advertising rates 
to cover that extra circulation. To state it as simply as possible, let us 
say that with a basis of 10,000 circulation, which is the basis on which 
our present rates were figured, we set an inch rate of $1.50. That is 
at the rate of 15c per inch per 1000 circulation. With a steady in- 
crease since last January, we now have a circulation of over 13,000 
copies weekly. That circulation on the basis of the original 10,000 at 
$1.50 per inch justifies a price of $1.05 per inch. 

Other papers increased their subscription price to gain new Te- 
venue. That increase naturally would result in a reduced circulation, 
for no matter what the commodity, each advance in price reduces 
the number of buyers. Our plan was to increase the number of buy- 
ers, present a bigger field for the advertisers and set our advertising 
rates at a figure which is reasonable for the circulation we offer them. 

We have yet to find an advertising rate schedule which will please 
everyone, but in the past years we have experimented with a schedule 
that has proven its worth to us in many ways. We formerly sustained 
heavy losses on questionable accounts, but our losses in the past year 
have been less than 1 per cent. This proves to us that our practices 
have been right and with that fact in mind we are planning a new 
rate card and new contract form which will carry a sliding scale of 
rates based on present circulation and controlled by discounts, So 
that for the time being we can look forward to a further increase in 
circulation, maintain the same basic rate and alter it by altering the 
discount. This scale, which will go into effect December Ist, will 
carry us up to a point where we may have a circulation of 15,000 copies 
weekly, which is the limit we will be able to reach under present 
rationing of newsprint paper. 

Advertisers now on contract will be protected and a letter ex- 
plaining the new rates and the standing of their contract will be 
mailed when the new rate cards are available. ; 

Advertisers not on contract will save money by making 
a contract with us before this change takes place.

Expose Alterations Of 
Latin-American Stamps 


The following technical reports 
have been issued by the Latin- 
American unit of the American 
Philatelic Society 

“It was demonstrated that when 
copies of the Colombia 1883 20c 
violet, Scott No. 120 (cat. 20c used) 
are placed in a solution of nitric 
acid the color will turn from vio- 
let to claret, thus creating Scott 
No. 121 (cat. $50.00). This “rar- 
ity’ is thus shown to be but a 
changeling and should be dele- 


ted. 

All copies of No. 120, however, 
do not react in the same manner. 
Some turn to a sort of ultramar- 
ine, indicating that these stamps 
were printed with a kind of ink 
different from that used in print- 
ing the stamps that turri to claret. 

It does not necessarily follow 
that the stamp used as a basis for 
the listing was intentionally 
changed since it may have been

Guatemala Fake . 

“By decree of January 26, 1898 
(El Guatemalteco, page 627) the 
following quantities of the Guate- 
mala 1897 Central-American Ex- 
hibition issue were overprinted for 
use as telegraph stamps: 18c, 81- 
800; 75c, 96,700; 150c, 97,600. As 
only 100,000 of each value were 
originally issued, this fact accounts 
for the scarcity of the postage 
stamps. 

It is unfortunately possible, by 
chemical treatment to remove the 
telegraph overprint. Stamps so 
treated are at present time very 
common in the market, being of- 
fered at “bargain” prices. They 
have the appearance of having 
been postally used as they bear a 
cancellation, but this cancellation 
is a forgery applied by the fakers. 

A demonstration of two meth- 
ods of discovering the faked 
stamps was given: (1) It was 
found that the surface of the 
stamps had become damaged by 
the chemical treatment when the 
stamps were examined through a 
magnifying glass. (2) When a 
a handkerchief was rubbed over 
the surface of the chemically 
treated stamps, particles of the 
color of the stamps adhered to the 
handkerchief. 

It appears that the Scott com- 
pany has received some sort of 
information about this situation 
as the new 1944 catalogue prices 
the three stamps “with revenue 
cancellation.” This statement is, 
of course, quite incorrect as_ the 
cancellation referred to is not a 
revenue cancellation but a forged 
postal cancellation. — K. John 
Wiess.”
